Chiefly at issue in Florida is 
what has inaccurately come to be 
called ‘‘The New York influence”’ 
in party politics—namely, the 
civil rights philosophy and pres- 
sures so vigorously supported by 
the politics of Manhattan Island. 

It is this issue whieh makes 
both parties stand forth as ‘‘Hy- 
brids.”’ 

It was May 6, 1626, that agent 
Minuit concluded his deal with 
the Manhattan Indians. What 
made it significant is that he did 
not land, raise a flag and declare 
it to be the territory of a king. 
He purchased it. It was 1664 be- 
fore the British took over the 
colony, forcing surrender, and 
changed the name from New Am- 
sterdam to New York in honor 

of the Duke of York. 

In Manhattan last week the 
New York state delegation was 
selected. A Negro representative, 
Adam Powell, was elected to it, 
representing the forces. deter- 
mined to press the ‘‘rights’’ issue. 
Today’s voting in Florida will, if 
it “‘prefers’’ Senator Richard B. 
Russell as anticipated, arm him 
with a backlog of delegates and 
electoral powers which he will 
carry into the party’s convention 
to counter the ‘‘New York influ- 
ence’ and seek a platform com- 
promise. 


Past 


Cities, - persons, regions, na- 
tions, and political parties are in 
some degree tied to their past. 
The voting in Florida today em- 
phasizes that fact, as does a cur- 
rent magazine article reporting 
correspondence between the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Wen- 
dell Willkie. They planned to 
meet and work out a plan to unite 
the progressives of both parties in 
a single* political force, dropping 
the conservatives of both. - It is 
an old, old contest between politi- 
cal forces never yet brought into 
balance. 

What we have now is the po- 
litical revolution of the concen- 
trated population groups. Be- 
tween 1920 and 1930, a brief span 
of 10 years, more than 6,500,000 
persons left farms for cities. Four 
cities alone gained 4,500,000 in 
population in that period—New 
“York, Chicago, Detroit and Los 
Angeles. Men and women whose 
hands were used to milking, to 
the hard, polished handles of 
plows and hoes, went to machines 
or ‘‘on relief.’’ (In Florida, even, 
roughly half the population is in 
five counties. About one-fourth of 

it lives in one county, Dade.)

Discontent 


These newcomers, who were 
followed by others, brought their 
seeking, their discontent, to join 
with that of the adult descend- 
ants of immigrant groups.

The nation’s heaviest immigra- 
tion period was from 1890 to 1910, 
when _ expanding _ industries 
brought over millions to provide 
cheap labor.

In 
Congress, in colleges, on athletic 
teams, in mayor's offices, in state 
‘legislatures, the Italian names in- 
crease. 

The 1952 election will settle 
little. No matter who wins, the 
forces ‘with: which the winner 
‘must contend will remain. But, 
after November we may know a 
little better what sort of elements 
will make up the two parties for 
‘the future.

Senate Hustles 
Foreign Aid Bill 
To Committee

WASHINGTON, May 5—The Sen- 
ate voted 40 to 33 today to send the 
$6,900,000,000 Mutual Security Au- 
thorization Bill to the armed serv- 
ices committee for further study 
instead of acting on the measure 
as reported from the foreign rela- 
tions group. 

Republican members voted al- 
most to a man to sustain a motion 
by Senator Knowland (Rep., Calif.) 
that the measure be “‘re-referred’”’ 
to the armed services committee. 
The action was the more surpris- 
ing since Senater Russell, chair- 
man of that group, had waived all 
claim to the measure. 


BACK TO SENATE 

The competing legislative group 
is required by the language of the 
motion to report the measure back 
to the Senate on or before May 15. 
However, Senator McFarland of 
Arizona, majority leader, told the 
Senate the vote sustaining the mo- 
tion had delayed adjournment of 
the body by at least three weeks. 


In support of the motion, 37 Re- 
publican senators were joined by 
three Southern Democrats while 
two Republican members of the 
foreign relations committee voted 
with 33 Democrats against the pro- 
posal. Leaders on both sides of 
the aisle had agreed to debate the 
bill today after hearing from Sena- 
tor Russell who has been busy 
campaigning in Florida.

Slowdown 


Threat Hits 
Steel Mills 


No Pay Pact Seen 
Before Court Rules 


WASHINGTON, May 5—(INS)— 
Sullen millworkers are producing 
steel again today but there is talk 
of a slowdown as result of collapse 
of White House wage talks. 

Meanwhile, industry and union 
sources predicted no progress will 
be made toward settlement of the 
prolonged dispute until the Su- 
preme Court rules on legality of 
President Truman’s seizure. 

Thirteen Republican senators in- 
cluding GOP floor leader Bridges 
introduced_a bill to force the gov- 
ernment to ‘relinquish possession 
of any plants’’ or other facilities 
taken from the industry. 


ARGUMENTS SET 


The high court has set next 
Monday for argument on these 
questions: 

Whether the President has con- 
stitutional power to take over the 
industry without act of Congress. 

Whether the government as op- 
erator of the mills can grant the 
650,000 steelworkers a pay in- 
crease, 

The government meanwhile is 
barred by Superior Court order 
from granting the wage boost, gen- 
erally expected to be 12% cents 
an hour or a dollar a day, until 
ruling is handed down. 3 

There is no indication how long 
it will take the court to dispose 
of the case, except that it undoubt- 
edly will hand down a decision 
before it recesses June 1 for the 
summer. 

Since the court customarily an- 
nounces decisions Mondays, it 
could not be expected to rule be- 
fore May 19, one week after hear- 
ing. 

WORKERS GLUM 

Pittsburgh and other steel centers 
reported glum, grumbling work; 
ers were streaming back to mills 
of big steel companies that de- 
layed recalling workers after the 
brief strike. The companies said 
they wanted assurance there would 
be no immediate resumption of 
the walkout. 

In some union quarters, how- 
ever, there was talk of production 
slowdown by workers who ex- 
pected a pay raise and now find 
it again will be postponed.

Citizen Conference To Seek 


‘Weak Link’ in City Traffie 


A citizens’ conference to seek out a ‘‘weak link’’ in the enforcement 


of Atlanta traffic laws will be held 


early in June, Rutherford L. Ellis, 


president of the Greater Atlanta Safety Council, announced Monday. 


“It is obvious that there is a 
weak link im the handling of our 
traffic enforcement,”’ Ellis said. 
“We are sure that the proposed 
conference can be the means of 
determining what is wrong and 
developing corrective measures.” 

The meeting, which was sug- 
gested by the March-April Grand 
Jury of Fulton County, will be 
sponsored by the Safety Council 
and the Greater Atlanta Traffic 
Improvement Association. 

Representatives of civic, trade, 
professional, labor, patriotic and 
other organizations will be invited, 
Ellis said, and the exact date will 
be announced soon. 

**The purpose of the meeting will 
be to take a searching look at the 
worsening traffic situation and to 
see what can be done by way of 


enforcement to improve matters,” 
he continued. 


Ellis praised both The Atlanta 
Constitution and the Grand Jury 
for focusing attention on the grow- 
ing traffic problem here. 

“The Safety Council is particu- 
larly indebted to The Atlanta Con- 
stitution for spotlighting local and 
state traffic problems,” he said. 
“We are proud to work with this 
newspaper in its admirable fight 
to reduce traffic deaths.

LONDON, May 5—Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, the British 
high commissioner in Germany, made a hurried flight to 
London today at Foreign Secretary Eden’s request to discuss 
urgent problems concerning the part the West German Fed- 
eral Republic is to play in the future of Europe. 

Some differences have arisen be- 
tween Britain and the government 
of Chancellor -Adenauer over the 
size of the German contribution to 
the European defense community 
and the payment of part of the 
cost of maintaining British divi- 
sions in Germany. British refusal 
to make any further concessions 
to the West German government 
threatens to delay the signing of 
the contractual agreement among 
Germany, Britain, France and the 
United States tentatively set for 
May 20.

Now and then something happens which 
warms all the cockles of the heart and keeps 
them that way for a long, long time. Such 
an item is the news from Portland, Maine, 
where Mrs. Toy Len Goon has been selected 
by the national jury of the American Mothers’ 
Committee of the Golden Rule Foundation as 
the mother of the year. 

A search goes on for the meaning of 
‘America. Countless civic club speakers ask 
‘the question, and psychologists and historians 
‘seek it. We think the full answer may be 
found in this story of Mrs. Goon. 

She is 57 years old... She was born in Can- 
ton, China. She and her husband, Dogan 
Goen, opened a small laundry in Portland 
before World War I. Her husband was called 
into that war and he suffered injuries which 
made necessary amputation of a leg. He died 
‘12 years ago. She carried the full load of the 
laundry and care of eight children, the young- 
est of whom is now 15, the eldest 29. 

She had -no formal education. But she 
wanted it for her children. She cared for 
them, ran the laundry, did much of the work 
in it and saw they were educated. The re- 
sults speak for themselves. The Portland 
Business and Professional Women’s Club nom- 
inated her as Maine’s candidate, and listed her 
children as Exhibit A. They are:

Pepper Entry Will Have 
Little Effect in Florida 


Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia is ex- 
pected to win the Democratic preferential pri- 
mary in Florida today by a majority of at 
least 100,000. 

Entry of former U. S. Sen. Claude Pep- 
per in behalf of Sen. Estes Kefauver is not 
expected to have much effect. The lines were 
already drawn. The former senator will have 
some slight influence, but he waited too late. 
He yet has considerable strerigth in Florida, 
but it would have been necessary for him to 
go on the stump to make it felt. 


Senator Pepper was defeated by George 
Smathers by about 60,000 votes. The Russell 
vote should roughly follow this, for the sound 
reason the chief issue is the same—opposition 
to the FEPC and to anyone who supports the 
civil rights measure. It is unfortunate this 
should be the chief issue because neither can- 
didate has said what both believe—namely, 
that a compromise should, and could, be had. 
The rest of the world also looks in on our 
campaigns and sees that here is opposition to 
rights which seem normally a part of our con- 
stitutional guarantees. The nuances of our 
politics are not known or understood. 

Senator Russell will run strongest in the 
upper half of Florida. There is almost no Ke- 
fauver support’in that region, though he will, 
of course, have some. It is largely silent in 
the face of the Russell strength. From Or- 
lando north, Senator Russell should outscore 
the Tennessean by about 21% to one. 

In the southern half of Florida, where 
most of the population is, Senator Kefauver 
will fare better. There the Negro issue is 
not great. There are more persons there with 
a national outlook, rather than regional, and 
the Tennessee senator will have more sup- 
port. He will come closer to carrying Dade, 
and may even take it, though the Russell 
forces insist the Georgian will squeeze out a 
victory there. 

A victory of 100,000 votes is needed by 
Senator Russell to send him on his way cam- 
Paigning in the West and East. Should his 
margin be as close as 50,000, it would be a 
moral victory for Kefauver. But; with the 
swelling chorus in the northern half of the 
state really meaningful, and with a hot gov- 
ernor’s race sure to bring out a big vote, Sena- 
tor Russell seems sure of an adequate vic- 
tory. If he doesn’t get it, then all political 
indices are without meaning.

We Must Know Them 


An East Point man is being held on charges 
of rape brought by a 14-year-old southwest 
Fulton girl. He was released only a week 
ago after being held on suspicion of assault 
on a 20-year-old woman in the same neigh- 
borhood. 

Officers said the victim of the first of- 
fense declined to prosecute because of a dread 
of publicity. : 

Fear of publicity need not be a deterrent 
in a case like that. Newspapers have a policy 
of protecting the victims of sex offenders by 
withholding their names. Prosecution by the 
young woman probably would have prevented 
the second occurrence. 

If sex crimes are to be prevented and con- 
trolled, in all cases victims should report the 
facts to the police imntedjately. They should 
co-operate fully in bringing offenders to trial. 

Court records show that most sex offend- 
ers repeat their crimes. Their depravity may 
be contained for awhile, but sooner or later 
#omeone else suffers the consequences of our 
 Jaxity.

NATO Is Founded Upon 


Rules of Law and Justice 


Numerous speeches were heard on the third 
anniversary of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation early last month. The one which best sum- 
marized the purpose of NATO, and described its 
progress, it seems to us, was that of Lester B. 
Pearson, foreign minister of Canada. He spoke 
on the radio to the Canadian people: 

“‘Three years ago we anxiously faced a world 
in which bad faith and the threat or the reality 
of violence seemed likely to take advantage of 
what was then our weakness. Now, after three 
years, although we are not free from anxiety, and 
although our strength must be increased, we know 
that we and the free peoples with whom we are 
allied are no longer dismayed. 

“No peaceful and law-abiding state can hon- 
estly regard NATO with jealousy or fear, Re- 
solved to live in ‘freedom and tranquillity in a 
world based upon the rules of law and of justice, 
we are only doing what must be done to ensure 
that we achieve that purpose.”’

Senator Russell Inaccurate in Charges, 
Atlantic Union Committee Chief Declares 


Washington, D. C.—I note Sena- 
tor Russell refers to the Atlantic 
Union proposal as ‘“‘a bid for 


world government” in a_ speech 
opening his campaign in Orlando, 


--Fla. This statement is not accu- 


rate. He further stated: ‘‘The 
Atlantic Union organization spon- 
sors a program that would ne- 
cessitate merging the govern- 
ment of this country with those 
of foreign nation members.” This 
statement overlooks the explora- 
tory nature of the Atlantic Union 
Resolution which has enlisted the 
support of more than one-fourth 
of the members of each house 
of Congress. 


The resolution calls for explo- 
ration by seven democracies who 
sponsor the Atlantic Pact, plus 
such other democracies as they 
might invite, to see whether and 
how far they can apply among 
them the principles of free fed- 
eral union on which our country 
was founded. Recommendations 
made by delegations from those 
democracies in convention would 
have to.be submitted to the peo- 
ples they represent, for ratifica- 
tion or rejection. The purpose of 
the convention is to determine 
the extent to which the self-gov- 


erning peoples of the world are 
prepared, after full exploration 


and free debate, to recommend 
uniting in order to preserve indi- 

vidual freedom, to establish- 
world peace and to promote pros- 
perity. 

The exploratory nature of this 
resolution is doubtless why 27 
other senators besides Senator 
Kefauver and 109 representatives 
sponsor it. The sponsors include 
Senators George of Georgia, May- 
bank of South Carolina, Hill and 
Sparkman of Alabama, Ful- 
bright and McClellan of Arkan- 
sas and Long of Louisiana. In 
the interest of fair play to this 
group and to our committee, I 
hope Senator Russell will make 
this distinction clear in any fu- 
ture references to the Atlantic 
Union Resolution.

Florida, which knows its’ 
neighbor Dick Russell personally 
and by national reputation, will 
give him a victory today—the 
question is whether he gets the 
landslide for which he is striv- 
ing, or whether the hard-working 
Kefauver has made a dent in it.

Oklahoma City, Okla.—I have 
just read Mr. McGill’s tempting 
article on buffalo steaks, and I 
am writing to say that he is 
too civilized. As evidence, I 
quote from Coronado by Bolton, 
Whittlesey House and University 
of New Mexico Press—1949. The 
author refers to Coronado’s con- 
tact with the Querecho Indians 
and states: 

“They lived with and off the 
buffalo, and by this animal 
their whole life was regulated. 

. These Indians subsisted en- 
tirely on cattle (buffalo) for 
they neither planted nor har- 
vested maize... they sustain 
themselves on the flesh of the 
animals, eating it slightly 
roasted and sometimes uncooked 
-.. they eat raw fat without 
warming it and drink the blood 
just as it comes from the cat- 
tle. They have no other food.’’ 

Castaneda, Coronado’s histo- 
rian, goes on to say ‘‘that these 
Indians kill the buffalo. They 
clean a large intestine, fill it 
with blood and hang it around 
their necks to drink when they 
are thirsty; cutting open the 
belly of the animals they squeeze 
out the chewed grass and drink 
the juice—saying it contains the 
substance of the stomach.”’

The col- 
lege is surrounded by the 3,000- 
acre Coastal Plain Experiment 
Station, where practically every 
plan for improving farming in 
the region is developed or tried 
out. 

Not only students at ABAG, but 
the farmers who come in for 
short courses there can see first- 
hand the experiments in prog- 
ress at this agricultural proving 
ground. 

Last year 71 short courses and 
other special farm events took 
more than 20,000 people to the 
Abraham Baldwin campus. But 
never at one time as many as the 
4-H conflab assembled last Sat- 
urday. 

President ‘‘Pete’’ already knew 
he needed a bigger hall to accom- 
modate these farm sessions and 
he had told the Board of Regents 
so. This week he must be busy 
revising his blueprint.

To the Conventions 


WASHINGTON—You can tell we are whipping 

down toward the home stretch to the day of deci- 

oe sion—the presidential nominating conventions in 
fies all sorts of signs now appearing. The sudden maneuvers 
bred of hope or anxiety. The claims and counterclaims of man- 
agers who do strange tricks with fourth-grade arithmetic as they 


tally up delegates. 

And the boundless flights of 
fancy! 

Many who in the past in private 
confessionals with their own souls 
have wondered frankly at their 
luck in becoming governor or 
senator or a big-shot administra- 
tive official now are beginning 
to forget all those self-doubts in 
the wild intoxication of really big 
dreams: 

For there, sirs, stands the 
White House as the climax of a 
melodrama compounded of sights 
and smells and sounds in a rose- 
ate haze—cigar smoke in hotel 
rooms where the bosses gather; 
the odor of sizzling hot dogs along 
convention hall outer corridors; 
the endless whisper and rustle 
in the hall, itself; noble words 
about “‘the man who” from a 
speaker high above the rows of 
delegates below; the ultimate roll 
call; the roar of a mob gone mad, 
and the almost deafening thun- 
der of the great organ. 


The, miracles in the mirror 
are especially vivid now among 
Democrats as they hurry after 
one another to become candi- 
dates, three in the last several 
days—Averell Harriman the 
shy, not fluent of speech; Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, the unshy, who can talk 
like a mockingbird sings—and 
longer; Senator Brien Mce- 
Mahon of Connecticut, a some- 
what diminutive Paul Bunyan 
with shoulders bowed under the 
weight of the atomic bomb. 


This rush is because of the 
plainly wide-open nature of the 
Democratic convention as seen 
from here, and the increasingly 


bitter fight between the Sena- - 


tor Taft and General Eisenhower 
forces among Republicans which 
Democrats speculate may por- 
tend trouble for Republicans 
come November. 

As for the Taft camp, there is 
another maneuver presumably 
provoked by the general’s gener- 
als, that Senator Taft lacks the 
popular appeal of his military 
rival and that the general can get 
more of the needed “‘independ- 
ent vote.’’ While angrily denied, 
it nevertheless is considered pri- 
vately. - 

There is a stock treatment to 
try to overcome such a handicap. 
That is to form what is called a 


nationwide citizens’ committee, 
‘‘citizens’’ somehow being differ- 
ent from Democrats and Republi- 
cans, and thus representing the 
‘*independent vote.’’ 

That Senator Taft has done, 
To head his citizens’ committee, 
showing the times in which we 
live, he has picked a professional 
military man now out of mili- . 
tary work, Lt. Gen. Albert C, 
Wedemeyer, retired. That might 
seem out of character for Sena- 
tor Taft, who has goaded the 
military often. But there is meth- 
od here. At least it might be 
surmised that the senator has . 
come to the conclusion that 
there’s some magic just now for 
the public in military men, true 
perhaps, but a reflection on us 
nonetheless. So he gets himself 
a general and one, too, with a 
fine record to offset that other 
general who plagues him and a 
general who agrees with the sena- 
tor—at least on Asia policy. 

Democrats are avidly interest- 
ed in everything that is happen- 
ing between the senator and the 
general. If the senator is nomi- 
nated, you may expect the Demo- 
cratic convention to be a real 
humdinger. Most every Demo- 
crat thinks he could beat Sena- 
tor Taft, which may be com- 
pletely unfounded, but you can 
imagine candidates, announcéd 
and unannounced, practicing se- 
cretly those chopping Truman 
gestures.
